HEALTH IN THE PHILIPPINES,

Sicknpeas In Some Regliments Amounts
to Seveniven Per Cent.

WABHINGTON, Feb, 11—In response to
a roselution of inguiry the secretary of war
today sent to the senatle o statement from
the surgeon general in regard to the health
conditions of the troops in the Philippines
He says that the slckness in some regiments
has bedn as high as 17 per cent, but that It
proved that an average has seldom exceeded
10 per cent. Malarial digcases have caused
no deaths, He gives the (otal death rate
as shown by the returns for July., August,

The bulld-
Ing lwmel! ls remarkable only for its ancient
associstions, it having served for nearly
halt a century as & pension or boarding
school for boys, and contalns some thirty or
forty rooms. It is bullt of the same yellow
sandstone as many of the buildinge in Parie
and erected around three sides of a court.
One m™om only of this old bullding at-
tracted my particular sttention, and that
was the dinilng reoom, the frieze of which la
decoratad to represent the good thiogs en-
joyed by Americans on Thanksgiving day,
the Arst dinner glven there belng on Thanks-
xi\'ln;_; evening. This frieze represents all
poselble and Impossible forms of fowls, both
domestic and wild, but itis but falr to siate
the proverbial turkey, in &very pose imag-
ined by artist or amateur, appears the most
frequent, {n colors that would put the mod-
et brown gardb of our farmyard friend to
shume.

“Being an Amerioan studeot [n Paris s
AD open scsame to the enjoyment of all the
privileges and benefits of the club, provid-
Ing one |s not 40 years of age or married.
Tho object in fts establishment was to pro-
vide a bome at the most reasonable prices
for studen's with limited means, and as no
young woman was ever knpown to reach the
age of 40, and the married students having
husbands who provide them with a suf-
c¢lent Income to live elsewhere, these two
restrictions work no hardehip, These two |
rules apply only, however, to actually Jiving
ln the e¢lub building. The Ibrary, which
consists of several well filled bookcases, Is
open to all American student®, In whatever
part of Paris they may reside,

cans are always welcome, whether students
or touriste, and many avall themselves of
the pleasure.

LOCATION OF FIRING LINE

Coarse of Amerienn Battle Front
Around Manila Explained by
War Department,

WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—As soon as the
last «ablegram from CGeneinl Otis was
poeted the officers of the War department
were called upon to explain the pecullar
language in the heginning, relative to the
movemeants of the American troops. It ap-
peared that this was strictly correct and
that it descrived what Is belleved to have
been a simple movement toward stralght-
ening the llne of American troopa,

Expressed generally, the fdea is that the
scene of the last engagement was to north
and mortheast of Manila, about four miles
out of town., The American troops had
been advancing in a northweaterly diree-
tion. The brigade of Brizadier General H.
E, Otis, a volunteer officer, was on the left
of this line, the entire |ine being com-
manded by General MacArthur. As the line
was advapced in the meovements made since
last Sunday, Otia' brigade bent backward
from the main line, in order to face more
toward the north, so that the entire Ameri-

’can lines presented at this point an obtuse

triangle formation toward the enemy. Yes-

| terday, according to Major General Otls’ ra-

port, the leit side of this triangular forma-
tion was swung around fo as to stralghten
out the line, with the result of clearing out
the country between {ts [ormer position
and Caloocan,” leaving the Americans oc-
cupying that place and straightening the en-
tire line of MacArthur's divigion, so that it
faces again northeast,

It is noticed at the War department that
General Otis W acting in the forward move-
ments only upon evidence of an Insurgent
purpose to reorganize and attack the Amer-
lcan forces. This last movement upon Caloo-
can was caused by a gathering at that place
thousand Fllipinos, most of

to Aguinuldo’'s men last Sunday, aod filled
with a desire for vengeance were threaten-
ing to attack Manila itself, These men hav-
ing learned the guality of American troops
it is hoped that there will be Hitle further
organized reshatance on the part of the |n-
surgents to the execution of our plana.

General Otis® closing comment indicates
that this bellef di&8 prevalent among the
caoler heads at Manila, so that what is to
be apprehended now ls the conduct of an
annoying guerrkla warfare on the part of
the insurgents, General Otls made no refer-
ence io the situation at Ilollo and nothing
has come to the Navy department from that
point, though the presence of several naval
vensels there would meem te be warrant for
the enrly receipt of any important ewvent,
such as the landing of American troops.
